compliant 837 transactions by 10/16/03
• Have already updated practice’s software
• Will have begun testing by 4/16/03
• Have identified new required content 

elements



Results
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Reasonable Conclusions

• Physicians are aware of requirement to comply 
with TCS rule

• They have determined their covered entity status
• Most have begun contacting their PMS vendors
• Many have installed updated software
• However, responses indicating extensive internal 

follow-through (testing, new content identification, 
etc.) are questionable
